Managing an 
Aging 

Workforce 

Employers, Manag- 
ers in the public and pri- 
vate sectors, and students 
registered in MBA or 
BCOMM programmes are 
invited to attend a 
teleconference series en- 
tided: "Managing an Ag- 
ing Workforce", to be held 
the first Wednesday of the 
month, January to May 
1992, 8:00am - 9:30am. 

Statistics indicate 
that the workforce is 
graying and that all busi- 
nesses are at least begin- 
ning to have to deal with 
the cohort as a part of their 
employee mix. Although 
the 45 - 64 age group con- 
stituted only 24. 1 % of the 
labour market in 1986, 
projections indicate that 
the percentage will stead- 
ily increase to 41.1% by 
2036 (People Patterns, 
Roger Suave). Informal 
investigation has con- 
firmed that very few em- 
ployers or managers are 
capable or aware of the 
strategies which would 
accomplish the goals of 
effective Human Resource 
Planning in regards to the 
graying workforce. The 
goal of the Managing an 
Aging Workforce series is 
to assist employers, man- 
agers and potential man- 
agers to understand the 
issues and impact of ef- 
fective management of 
their graying human re- 
source pool and to develop 
some strategies for effec- 
tive management of this 
group which will forward 
their corporate goals and 
enhance the quality of life 
of their workforce. 

This series is co-spon- 
sored by Laurentian Univer- 
sity, centre for continuing 
Education, Cambrian Col- 
lege, The Sudbury Human 
Resource Professional As- 
sociation, the Chamber of 
Commerce and Sudbury 
Business and Professional 
Women. 

A one-day in-person 
conference is scheduled for 
June 5, 1992 at the Koski 
Centre.

Renewed Calls for an End to UCF

At the end of first 
term Dr. Paul Copper's 
move to end Laurentian 's 
involvement in UCF was 
defeated by Senate in a 
closed session. Contro- 
versy over UCF is an old 
issue at Laurentian Uni- 
versity. Last year Lambda 
reported calls by some stu- 
dents for and end to the 
campus on the French 
Riviera. Those calls were 
largely ignored by the ad- 
ministration. This year Dr. 
Copper's motion comes at 
a time when financial un- 
certainty may spell hard 
times for LU which makes 
the $750,000 spent to keep 
UCF running seem as an 
unwanted and unneces- 
sary expense. 

Dr. Copper is 
Quoted in the local press 
as saying that Laurentian 
would be "better off 
putting its money into the 
Bank of Monte Carlo than 
gambling millions of dol- 
lars on the future of a cam- 
pus in France". One seri- 
ous problem is that Lau- 
rentian has signed a con- 



tract with the company that 
runs the UCF campus and 
the university would have 
to pay a very serious fi- 
nancial penalty if they 
were to pull out now. 

Another problem 
that they this program has 
experienced is very low 
enrollment, especially 
from Laurentian. The cam- 
pus can accomodate 200 
students, but only 92 were 
enrolled this year, with 
only 7 students from 
Sudbury. If the enrollment 
levels are not met it means 
serious financial penalty 
for Laurentian. 

Dr. Ross Paul, Presi- 
dent of Laurentian Uni- 
versity, has gone on record 
as saying that keeping 
UCF is worth the possible 
risks. "Universities need 
to be involved internation- 
ally and students need an 
international experience." 
Dr. Paul feels that students 
who attend UCF will, in 
the process, learn as much 
about Canada as they will 
about Europe. He has re- 
ceived letters from stu-

dents expressing how 
much their UCF experi- 
ence has meant to them as 
well as correspondence 
from other universities 
saying that LU is way 
ahead of them in provid- 
ing this kind of experi- 
ence. 

Dr. Paul has also 
said that the cost of UCF 
will probably not affect 
any programs here in 
Sudbury. If enrollment is 
low next year it will mean 
a financial penalty to LU, 
but it will also give them a 
way out of their contract. 
The calls to end UCF now 
will likely cost LU more 
than it will to continue run- 
ning the campus. In the 
future LU will be looking 
for ways to attract more 
students to this program. 
"If it had 40 students then 
there would probably be 

r r 



more support." he said. 

While it is known 
that Senate refused to vote 
to close the campus, not 
much is known about the 
feelings of Laurentian 
Senate on the issue. When 
deliberating this motion 
they decided to do it be- 
hind closed doors which 
excludes any detailed 
press coverage. One thing 
that is certain is that this 
issue is not closed. This 
campus is part of the 
legacy left by Dr. John 
Daniel and it was carried 
on by Dr. Belanger. For 
the past few years people 
have criticized Laurentian 
for maintaining this cam- 
pus. What will happen if 
programs here in Sudbury 
are curtailed because of 
the money being spent at 
UCF? In the past, people 
have asked, "Is it neces- 
sary?" In these hard times 
people are asking, "Can 
we afford it?"

All of the Sudbury first offered by Lauren- 



board of Education ' s grade 
8 students will have a 
chance to gain first-hand 
knowledge about career 
opportunities in the field 
of engineering and tech- 
nology thanks to a provin- 
cial government grant. The 
Ministry of Northern De- 
velopment and Mines has 
provided $ 1 9,000 in fund- 
ing to ensure that over 
1,000 public school stu- 
dents participate in Lau- 
rentian University's En- 
gineering Awareness Pro- 
gram being offered this 
spring. 

The Layrentian En- 
gineering Awareness Pro- 
gram will commence on 
April 27, 1992 at the Uni- 
versity's School of Engi- 
neering. Throughout the 
duration of the program, a 
different group of grade 8 
students will spend one 
day at Laurentian partici- 
pating in a series of labs 
that will offeran overview 
of engineering, the career 
opportunities that exist in 
this field and the type of 
skills required by engi- 
neers. The labs will be pre- 
sented by m ale and fern ale 
students currently enrolled 
in the School of 
Engineering. 

The Engineering 
Awareness Program was 
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tian University in 1989 
with two schools partici- 
pating. Last year, the pro- 
gram was expanded to a 
total of 350 students form 
regular English, French 
Immersion and French- 
language public schools. 
"Response to the program 
was overwhelming/* says 
Sudbury Board of Educa- 
tion Consultant, Georgette 
Mitchell. "As a result, the 
Board decided to work in 
close cooperation with 
Laurentian University to 
secure sufficient funds to 
enable all grade 8 students, 
boys and girls, to benefit 
from this experience. We 
are delighted that the Min- 
istry of Northern Devel- 
opment and Mines has 
supported us in this initia- 
tive." 

Lionel Rudd, Tech- 
nologist in Laurentian 's 
School of Engineering and 
Coordinator of the Engi- 
neering Awareness Pro- 
gram is equally as enthu- 
siastic. "The students in 
our schools today will be- 
come tomorrow's engi- 
neers, scientists and lead- 
ers," says Rudd. "It is im- 
ponant that students be 
given every opportunity to 
explore viable career op- 
tions before they enter sec- 
ondary school and chart 
their career paths. We are 
encouraging both girls and 
boys to consider careers 
in this field. There's no 
doubt that the areas of en- 
gineering and technology 
will continue to offer ex- 
citing career opportunities 
in the year 2000 and be- 
yond." 

Grade 8 students 
taking pan in the Engi- 
neering Awareness Pro- 
gram will panicipate in 
eight hands-on labs. Top- 
ics to be covered will in- 
clude mine ventilation, 
fluid mechanics, extrac- 
tive and pyro metallurgy, 
rock mechanics, compu- 
ter-aided design and sur- 
veying. 

According to Geor- 
gette Mitchell, the grade 8

Official Languages 
Monitor* Program 



Under a program funded by the Department of the Secretary 
of State of Canada, it^e Ministry of Education in conjunction 
with the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada, invites 
students to apply for the position of second-language 
monitors (French or English) for the academic year 1992-93. 

Monitors (Part-time) 

Official-languages monitors must be full-time postsecon- 
dary students usually studying in a province other than their 
own. They will work between six and eight hours per week 
under the supervision of a second-language teacher Some 
francophone monitors will be assigned to French schools 
outside Quebec. For eight months participation in the 
program, they will receive at least $3^00 and one return trip 
between their home and the host province. 

To be eligible for part-time monitor duties, students must 
have completed at least one year of postsecondary studies 
or will have completed such studies by the end of the 1991-92 
academic year. 

Monitors (Full'time) 

Full-time monitors must have completed at least one year 
of postsecondary studies. Duties consist of assisting 
second-language teachers (French or English) in rural or 
semi-urban areas usually in a province other than their 
own for 25 hours per week. Some francophone monitors 
will be assigned to French schools outside Quebec. Moni- 
tors will receive up to $11,200 for 10 months of participation. 
They will also receive two return trips per year between 
their home province and the host province. They may also 
receive a settling-in allowance of up to $770 and a maxi- 
mum of $1,110 for commuting expenses within the host 
province.

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The New Year's Address

More people are using 
soup kitchens and more Canadian chil- 
dren face an impoverished life. The lack 
of leadership has caught up with this 
country and there is little hope in sight as 
more and more Canadians are beginning 
to face a pointless struggle with U.I. 
benefits or the exodus out of this in- 
debted state. Canada, the haven for 
emigration, became a bastion of adver- 
sity. 

It has been a most interesting 
first semester with Lambda, as well. 
After having a brief skirmish with SGA, 
and publishing some pornography on 
the AIDS awareness, we have walked 
away with our egos and positions in tact. 
It appears that no one can afford to have 
a major battle in scrutinizing anyones 
finances. Firsdy, I would like to thank 
those that have contributed to the p^>er 
on a regular basis. These individuals 
include Paul Bellmore, Kent, Adam 
Lanteigne and, after a near decade ab- 
sence, the returning Amiable Librarian. 
Furthermore, all those who have been 
volunteering their time gave Lambda a 
very unique insight of Laurentian; and 
hopefully they will continue. 

As for the critics of Lambda there 
is an interesting anecdote of question- 
able origin; to whoever conceived the 
idea, here is the credit for it It goes 
something like this: critics are like 
eunuches in a whorehouse. They saw it 
being done over and over again; they 
know how to do it well and lousy. Yet 
they just can't seem to achieve it them- 
selves. 

Contributors and critics aside, 
there have been a series of changes in 
this commemorative year.

Don't forget to give us 
your passions either, be it poetry . love or 
wine, or whatever else that tickles your 
senses. But do not simply wait for the 
red carpet to be rolled in front of of you 
for a cordial invitation. We're much too 
concerned with reality, of coordinating 
the functions of the paper, to run around 
and beg in polite niceties for your contri- 
butions. Instead, your should just do it! 
Furthermore please stop giving us con- 
tradictor opinions on what is right and 
wrong with the paper. This is not the 
McGill Daily and we are not about to 
become obsessed to the point that we 
will put all of our lifes on hold and drop 
out of school to succumb to such ob- 
scure opinions. We see them as opin- 
ions only because there is little legiti- 



mate action following such comments. 

If you believe that there is a cause 
worthy enough of you taking time out of 
your busy schedules; then you and the 
Lambda staff can and will work in part- 
nership. If not, then do not expect us to 
rggle for your concerns. We do all 
we can, nothing less and nothing 
more! 

The individual who does prob- 
ably more than any one else in that 
position in the past thirty years is Marlene 
Sammon. Her precise bookkeeping, 
aggressive entrepreneurial power, and 
sheer shrewd spending earned Lambda 
two Macintosh Classics (at a major dis- 
count), a fax machine, new waxer, and 
Lambda Jackets. She managed all of 
this while the budget remains safely in 
the black, a tremendous contrast to a 
majority of student papers. 

We will also move into the new 
office which will require some new fur- 
niture and Venetian blinds. Furthermore 
we will also have to furnish and equip 
thedaikroom. All ofthese expenses add 
up extremely fast Marlene is continu- 
ing doing her best in order to make this 
paper more self-sufficient. Yet the mat- 
ter of Looking Up reducing the adver- 
tisement sales revenue continues mak- 
ing that increasingly difficult. 

Her article titling,addressing this 
issue, might have been inappropriate. 
Yet now that you are familiar with her 
shrewd efficiency in handling of public 
money, you can realize that the matter 
she has addressed is extremely critical. 
However it is not important because she 
realized that someone has been stepping 
on her toes. It is important because it is 
the Laurentian students' territory. 

It is also remarkably surprising 
that a number of people have not real- 
ized that it is the money taken away from 
the students that is at stake here. Of 
course, some individuals will call this 
and attempt at monopolizing the cam- 
pus market Yet they could not be fur- 
ther from the truth. What is attempted is 
closer to an oligopoly; but even that is a 
limiting description. What is being at- 
tempted is the installation of a level 
playing field in order to protect the three 
student pubhcations from financial at- 
trition. Neither Lambda nor the Anti- 
dote or L'Orignal D6chain6 is capable 
of competing for advertising with a pub- 
lication that has a budget of a few hun- 
dred thousand and an established sys- 
tem of production, distribution and mar- 
luting across Canada. We simply do not 
and will not have such a capability. Nor 
is it necessary for this community to 
have such far reaching newspapers. 
What is crucial, however, is the security 
of the home market in adveriisemcni 
sales. It is clearly the only solution to 
maintaining a healthy and increasingly 
^If reliant public forum of studentpub- 
llcations. 

There are several reasons for such 
protection. The first and most funda- 
mental is the general worsening of the 
wealth ofthis country. The second is the 
resulting reduction of the financial as- 



sistance from the governments for the 
post secondary education. The third is 
the rising cost of education and the stu- 
dents paying its higher price. A signifi- 
cantly larger proportion of the students 
are forced to work just to remain in 
school. Finally the price of having an up 
to date office in order have an efficient 
production process that is firmly en- 
trenched into attraction as many adver- 
tisers as possible. Staying in touch at the 
tip ofa finger carries its price. The price 
is also further hightened by the fact that 
staff is not voluntary either. It is impos- 
sible and inhumane to expect the people 
to contribute large portions of their pre- 
cious time under such conditions. We 
are facing a much different reality than 
a year ago. The changes have been even 
more drastic when looking at the reality 
five years ago when the affordable com- 
puters began to be used in the office. 

The necessity of just a small re- 
imbursement of the staff combined with 
the necessity of efficient production will 
not go away. In fact it will only get more 
critical. There are two options of raising 
the additional funding; one is to termi- 
nate the unfair competition of Looking 
Up, and the second is dramatically in- 
creasing the student levy. It is highly 
doubtful that the students will be happy 
about the latter solution in the current 
financial climate. Now Mr.? are you 
willing to reconsider the full implication 
of Marlene Sammon's ill fated tide and 
attempts a supposedly 

finicky monopolization. Or would you 
prefer to take away money from bur- 
geoning outside business instead of the, 
more than ever, starving Laurentian stu- 
dents? 

It is important to commend you 
for the criticism of the ill fated title; we 
are not perfect and we do make mis- 
takes. However, it would be a tragic 
blunder to absolutely discredit Ms. 
Sammon and her cause on the point of 
her poor choice of words. This is a 
serious matter with long term implica- 
tion and it requires a certain ability to 
look into the future. With the current 
socio-economic. trends in Canada and in 
rapid technological evolution, it is al- 
most certain that the Laurentian publi- 
cations will be fighting for whatever 
pennies they can get simply to remain 
viable. Taking survival into considera- 
tion. Lambda will proceed into restrict- 
ing the unfair outside competition. 

Finally, Lambda Jackets that you 
may have noticed worn by the staffers 
on the campus are there to remind you 
that the Lambda staff is out there; they 
are on the look out for the people who 
are willing to contribute. It is also a 
symbolic means of promoting the team 
work of the staff. It keeps the staffers 
warm as well. Anyway, you - the reader 
and the member of the L.U.- should take 
the liberty of addressing any of the nu- 
merous concerns that you may have 
about the paper with those individuals. 
Or better yet drop in and see us in the 
new Student Center. All the best in the 
new year!
